Thus with an extract from in- 
jured liver cells, the scientists caused 
a bit of liver in a test tube to grow 
new cells. This kind of growth of 
liver is a new scientific feat.‘ No 
teste have been made to find out 
whether such an extract could be 
used in the living body to cause a 
partly destroyed liver to replace it- 
self.

Flying chicks down to Rio ts big 
business to-day, says a report from 
Port of Spain, Trinidad. At the cur. 
rent rate 10,000 baby chicks are 
shipped each week on Pan-American 
airliners. leaving Miami, Fila, or 
Brownsville, Texas. Few airliners 
leave for West Iridies ot South 
American points, without a special 
cargo hold filled with less-than-12- 
hour-old chicks. 

Chicken is one of the staple foods 
in all countries of Central and South 
America and the West Indies Islands 
The first chickens were brought from 
Spain and Portugal nearly 400 years 
ago. But in the revolutionary periods 
chicken importing censed. Year b 
year the stocks declined until the 
domestic breed became almost in- 
edible. So far had inbreeding gone, 
that in Venezuela, for instance, hens 
have spurs. Eggs were few and of 
poor quality and difficulties in the 
way of chickerr importers were im- 
mense. 

Transit time was so long that 
hatching* eggs spoiled before steam- 
ships could get them to the first im- 
porting port. Then Pan-American 
Airways stepped into the picture.

In addition to toys made in Can- 
ada, the Santa Claus pack this year 
included toys to the value of $1,083,-

Toy imports from the United 
States were valued at $491,501, an 
increase of $91,661; from Germany, 
$262,552, a decrease of $12,107; 
Japan, $184,238, a decrease of $18,- 
213; United Kingdom, $126,607, an 
increase of - $323; Czechoslovakia, 
$12,178, a decrease of §514, and 
France, $2,571, a decrease of $1,676.

Cancer Of Lip And Mouth | 


There is an old. French proverb 
which says: “Death enters by the 
mouth.” It is eminently true. The 
| mouth is.about the dirtiest cavity in 
the body. It harbours germs of dis- 
ease. without number and, while a 
cancer is not the result of germ 

jon, conditions in one’s mouth 
favour the incidence of cancer in 
that area. Infection of teeth, of 
tonsils. of the base of the tongur, the 
condition known as pyorrhoea, ill-fit- 
ting dental plafes, the irritation of a 
broken tooth and general uncleanili- 
ness of the teeth, all contribute to 
cancer in a person predisposed to 
| that affection. So too, do excessive 
| use of tobacco, and syphilis. Cancer 
| of the floor of the mouth or inside of 
the cheek is frequently due to bad 
teeth, tobacco, and syphilis. Women 
have less cancer of the mouth than 
men for the reason that women keep 
their teeth cleaner than men do and 
besides women until recently smoked 
less than men, The next 20 years of 
the prevailing tobacco habits of 
women may tell a different story. 

The influence of chronic irritation 
in causing cancer of the mouth is 
well illustrated by the betel-nut 
chewers of Eastern lands.
